there is the Duke of Bavaria left to the Empe- 
rors Mercy 3 that Fatal Breach, made in the 
Heart of the Empire, in a fair way to be heal'd

isthe Duke of Savoy, who was upon the poin?

Honour, as well as the Pay fo good, that the 
French indigent Gentlemen will crowd to be 
receiv’d into thofe Troops. 

The lofs of their Infantry I take to bea deep 
firoke, fuppofing a great part of the 15000 Pri- 
foners taken, will take Pay in the Imperial Ar- 
mies.

fo much in his Pofleffion belonging co all the 
Confederates, that whenever he pleafes to give 
up his Acquirements, and to difmifs his Con- 
quefts, 1 believe I do not at all leffen the high 
Allies, if I fay they'll willingly come toa Peace 
with him. : 

*Twould be a great froke to bring France to 
be on the Defentive, which we have never feen 
yet; but when ever that happy time hall come, 
we fhall find his Forces very Numerous, his 
Frontiers very Strong, and his Conduét very 
Wary Asa good Peace is the end of all 
War, I doubt not but we thall find the King of 
France will offer the Confederates good Terms 
of Peace, betore he comes to be in a Condition 
to have the Laws prefcrib’d to him. ; 

Buc not at all to Icifen the Glory of this Vi- 
Gory, I freely own it is not only the greatett A- 
tion, but has the greateft Conlequences of any 
inthe Memory of Man. ; 

The Circumftances encreafe the Glory of it, 
tg0co Prifoners, a Marefhal of France, 16 other 
Generals, and 1 $00 other Officers in the Nuin- 
ber, fuch a thing the World could never {peak 
ef before; the Flower of the French Cavalry 
deftroy’d, 3000 Horfe, of the Troops of the 
Houfhold, drove to throw themfelves head- 
long into the Danube, 

The Rout of thisArmy in their Enemies Coun- 

ary wh ‘e, Ulm excepted, they have no Sangu- 
ary for the Fugitives to Retreat to,. for above 
100 Miles, and conlfequently muft be at the 
Mercy of the Boors, who generally fhow but 
oes to Friend or Foe, when routed‘and torc’d 
to fly. 
The Garrifons of Ulm, Augsburgh,, Memin- 
gen, and Kempten, fo far from Relief, that un- 
Jefs they Abandon them and retreat, or unlefs 
the Duke de Villeroy advances to fetch them off, 
they muft Capitulate, and accept of {uch Con- 
ditions as the Vittor will grant, Relief being 
abfolutely impoffible. 

Now ‘tis fuppofed the Stvi/s may. talk in a 
different Tone than ufual, and infift more warm: 
ly onthe Neutrality ot Suey, the Duke de Feu- 
ilade, the Marquis de Marjfigly, tis very pro- 
bable will all be recall’d, and the Duke of Savoy 
teft a little more at large. 

But after all, this is but preventing the French

Indeed jf the Bavarian complies, as he muft 
certainly do, if he is not quice bereft of his Un- 
derftanding, the Confederates may divide their 
Forces, and we may fee the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough with his Vittorious Army on the Banks of — 
the Rbine, before this Campaign is over.

We hear he is already joyn’t by 20co0 Atu/- 
covites, and hy 190c0 Coffacks ; what kind of 
Relyance the King of Poland has on tholeTroops, 
Iknow not, but we never yet found that the 
Polifh Cofjacks, tho’ they are brave Fellows to 
fight the Tarturs, could Match the Finland- 
Horfe, which are, or at leaft formerly were, as 
good Troops as any in the World. 

If therevore the King of Iolemd ventures 
a Battle without his Saxon Forces, he will run a- 
great hazzard.of being worfted ; and tho’ all the 
World will.allow he is a very Brave and Daring 
Prisce, they may Praite his Courage, but nov 
Man will Praife his Difcretion "Lis cere — 
tainly his Intereft to {pin out the Time, the — 
Swedes cannot Winter where he now js, _ 
and if he Encamps under the Cannon of Lem. 
bergh, he will hardly be tore’d to fights. 

Mean time I cannot but wondes at the King — 
of Sweden, that fo abfolutely abandons his Live- 
nian Subjedts to the Cruelty of the Muftovite, 
who as the laft Poft informs us, have taken 
Dorpas by Storm.
